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THE TRADE OF CHINA. 
The annual returns of trade and tradé 
reports, issued by the Statistical Department 
of the Inspectorate-General of Customs, pre- 


sent many features ‘of practical intérést io” 


British merchants.’ ‘They are compiled with 
the utmost care and attention to details, and 
apart from the mass of useful figures contain 
a number important observations and sugges- 
tions which should not be lost sight of by 
those having business dealings with the Em- 
pire, Mr. H. B. Morse, the statistical secretary, 
has just issued the edition for ‘1963, which 
opens with a lengthy report on the foreign 
This, expressed in the 
currency of China, has again surpassed 
all previous records, reaching the high figure 
of Hk. ‘T's. $41,091,600, almost exactly 
double the figure of ten years ago, and ex- 
ceeding the value for 1902 by over two per 
cent, Judged by the value alone, it might 
be inferred that the trade has been more 


Hourishing than ever before ; but the infer-- 


ence would not be a safe one, aod when we 
come to look inty his general remarks we 
lind Mr. Morse says the trade has been dis- 
appointing to most of the interests concerned, 
The reports from the Commissioners show a 
tendency to refer to 189g as the last year of 
prosperous trade, and one has not far to look 
lo ascertain the causes for the depression 
The'year 1yoo, which 
is characterised as’ one of “madness and 
retribution" was Tollowed by the disastrous 
floods in the Yangtze valley, in 1go0, and 
by the drought and ‘deficient crops in the 
South in 1902, while the abundant harvests 
two years ago failed in 1g03 to produce their 
atural effect and ‘did no more than give a 
breathing sell to the millions of the Em- 
pire.” While fluctuations in exchange, 
monetary stringency and a disastrous failure 
of the silk crop in Mid-China are responsible 
for the depression, it is pointed out by the 
secretary in his general remarks that the 
recurriag indemnity payments have, directly 
ot indirectly, reduced the absorbing power 
of China by heavily increased taxation of the 
people and by increasitig the cast of 
credit to the trader, Whatever tendency 
there “may have been to a revival of 
business was arrested by the anticipa- 
tions of the war, and now that this has 


1 broken out it seems inevitable that when the 


next report cones to hand there will be in- 
dications that trade generally has suffered. 
But the salient feature of the report, under 
review, so far as we are more directly con- 
cerned, is the fact that the trade in the South 
has been good, no doubt, owing to the fact 
that Kwangtung has had two rice harvests 
of a nature to satisfy completely the aspira- 
tions of the cultivator. ‘Turning to the items 
under the heading of revenue, which, by the 
way, record the fact that at Canton there has 
been a transference of trade from junk to 
steamer,it is seen that total collections inc reas- 
ed‘ by half a million taels, there being better 
reports all round excepting in geneial’ import 
duty. Regarding imports there was a net in- 
crease of nearly four per cent over 1902, or a 
total value of Hk. Tls. 326,739,133 to which 
opium, with a total import advancing from 
50,801 to 58,478 piculs, gives an increased 
value of Hk. T'ls. 8,390,000. It is noted 
that.‘ with a market short of supplies of the 
cheaper competing drug, the demand for 
Indian drug actually exceeded the supply 


obtainable ; and in good time to meet this : 


native competition on its revival, the Indian 
drug was favoured by exchange, which 
began to rise in the spring and maintained 
ahigh level throughout the summer and 
autumn2’ Exports were yalued at Hk.

The finding of the Court of: Inquiry at Shang. 
hai was rendered:as follows: 
The’ Aipsang was a steam vessel, schooner 
rigged, of 1,040 tons’ register, official number 
112,720, built at Stockton on Tees in 1899 and 
belonging to the port of London. 
It appears from the evidence given setae 
this Court that she sailed from’ Newchwang on 
tgth July, 1904, bound for Chefoo and Canton 
with’ a cargo of beans, etc, and a crew of 67 
hands, as well as one European Passenger and 
22 Chinese passengers, 
“Tt appears..that all went well until the 
steamers reached Latitude 38° 55’ 30” N. and 
Longtitude 120° 57' 30" E., when, the Captain 
being on deck with the 2nd officer about 4.15° 
am, on July 16th a Russian destroyer, name 
unknown, but numbered 7, came up with the 
Hifsang aud fired a shot-at her, and although 
the engines were at once stopped and put full 
speed astern, the destroyer continued firing and 
striking the ship, killing and maiming’ some of 
the passengers, 

“Itis evident thatthe Aipsany had her lights 
alight and after the first’shot her ‘colours were 
immediately hoisted, but notwithstanding this, 
the destroyer fired a torpedo and struck the 
vessel, thereby causing fier to sink within the 
space of half-an-hour, viz, at q.4o.am, It is 
evident that there was sufficient light lo see 
both the class of the vessel, the nationality, and 
whether the steamer had stopped, day having 
broken and there being no fog in the vicinity, 
Boats were then lowered and the destroyer 
came alongside and assisted to save life, but 
the crew and passengers were kept prisoners 
until their release on August 2nd, 

The Court, having tegard to the circum-

Mexican, and Hongkong dollars will cease to 
be.legal currency throughout the Straits Settle- 
ments after Wednesday next, the 315¢ inst, 
and similar proclamations have, we under. 
stand, been issued by the respective Gavern- 
ments of the various Malay States in the 
Federation, The announcement reads as fol- 
lows i— 

Notice is hereby given that after the thirty-

HONGKONG AND THE PRESER- 
VATION OF NEUTRALITY.

for instance, hundreds of small planters, gar-

with only demonetised dollars wherewith to 
liquidate their obligations. 

These poor people should be protected from 
small losses, and the only way that Government 
can extend to them even reasonable protection 
is by sending out and posting placards in all 
the various places, and in all the various langu- 
ages that these people may individually com- 
prehend.
